Pre-Scho o l Sp eech Clinic Will 
Be Held a t Center This Week 


A pre-school Speech Clinic will be 
conducted at the Crippled Chil­ 
dren’s Center in the Nurses’ Home 
at the Bothwell Hospital Wednes­ 
day , Thursday and Friday . Leon 
K. Whitney , speech therapist at the 
center, will supervise the clinic as­ 
sisted by Mrs. Rudolph Swope, di­ 
rector of the center. 
Since a full - time speech thera­ 
pist was employ ed on Jan. 1, it has 
been determined that the facilities 
in that department can be ex pand­ 
ed to those children with speech de­ 
ficiencies who are not enrolled in 
either the p ub l i c or parochial 
gchools. 
Parents with children who have 
zpeech problems between the ages 
of 4 and 5 y ears of age may re­ 
quest that they be permitted to at­ 
tend the clinic with their children 
this week by calling Mrs. Swope at 
cither 833 or 541g. 
Children who are 3 y ears of age 


and under are not generally eligible 
unless their speech has appeared 
to have been affected by some 
phy sical condition such as cerebral 
palsy , polio or other similar rea­ 
sons. Whitney points out that under 
normal conditions 
p a t t e r ns of 
speech have not been completely 
developed until after 3 y ears of age. 
The therapist advised that speech 
problems are generally caused by 
two basic reasons, namely , organic 
and emotional. Lisping, stuttering 
and cases of a similar nature can 
often times be corrected by home 
instruction. The local center can 
in those cases offer a program of 
home training for the parent after 
the speech evaluation at the clinic. 
Where the speech problem is more 
acute, the speech therapist may 
be able to correct the condition 
through a scheduled program of 
training at the center. 
Mrs. Swope advised today that a 


play room has been set up at the 
center for children of parents who 
find it diificult to find someone to 
take care of them while they bring 
one of their y oungsters to the cen­ 
ter for the clinic. 
Whitney mentioned that the pre­ 
school Speech Clinic this week will 
be used merely as an evaluation 
of each child in order that an out­ 
line of training can be formulated. 
He said that it should be made 
clear that this group will not attend 
the center throughout a five-day 
week as those presently enrolled. 
Many parents are under the im 
pression that only crippled children 
are eligible to attend the clinic for 
the speech evaluation, he stated. 
Whitney also added that all pre­ 
school children with speech defi­ 
ciencies are invited to the clinic 
regardless of the financial circum 
stances of their parents.

Is Seen 
As Threat 


Ike A ssig n ! Lists 
Pro sperity Pro blems 
In Talk at Detro it 


DETROIT 
presidential as­ 
sistant said today the threat of 
prosperity 
“burning 
itself 
out 
through inflation” is one of three 
problems to be solved if the econ­ 
omy is to be kept healthy . 
Gabriel Hauge, special assistant 
to President Eisenhower on eco­ 
nomic affairs, said the other two 
problems prosperity brings in its 
train are “the temptation to tam ­ 
per with the market sy stem in the 
name 
of 
improving 
the 
good 
times,” and ‘the need to encour­ 
age savings to help sustain a 
healthy ex pansion.” 
In an address prepared for the 
Economic Club of Detroit, Hauge 
said prosperity with price stabil­ 
ity should be the goal <rf public 
and private policy in seeking an 
swers to the first problem—infla­ 
tion. 
He 
said 
“prudent 
restraints” 
should be used from time to time 
when an overloading of the econ­ 
omy threatens widespread price 
rises. He said these would include 
general monetary controls that af­ 
fect the cost and supply of mon­ 
ey , and fiscal controls that oper­ 
ate through government ex pendi­ 
ture. tax ation and debt manage­ 
ment policies. 
As for fiscal policy , Hauge said 
it is clear that when rising prices 
indicate pressure on the economy , 
public spending and demand for 
resources should be strictly lim­ 
ited to the nation’s im perilve 
needs. Also, he added, piAlic rev­ 
enues should ex ceed ex penditure 
and 
public 
debt 
management 
should not contribute to the short­ 
age of savings to meet investment 
demand. 
Hauge cautioned against what 
he called a tendency to use “gov­ 
ernmental means to tamper with 
the m arket mechanism to 
im­ 
prove the good times for the ben­ 
efit of one group or another,” and 
added: 
“ Competition 
is 
one 
of 
the 
greatest forces on which we must 
rely to keep our prosperity heal­ 
thy . These efforts to limit the op­ 
eration of competition are fraught 
with preil for the economy as a 
whole.” 
To cope with the needs of en­ 
couraging savings to finance a 
healthy rate of economic growth, 
Hauge said, tax laws designed in 
the 19 30s to encourage consump­ 
tion and discourage saving must 
be recognized as obsolete.

o ld repo rters. 
He referred to a nursing home 
bill giving the State Health Divi­ 
sion broad new rule making pow­ 
ers. It has passed the Senate and 
is pending in the House, where it 
was scheduled for debate this aft­ 
ernoon. 
The new plan was set up by Dr. 
Elton S. Osborne Jr., U. S. Public 
Health Service man who is acting 
director of the State Health Divi­ 
sion. 
It calls for a bureau of nursing 
3ome licensure in the division with 
a staff of 31 to start with. The 
governor said he thought all of 
the necessary personnel could be 
found by transferring men and 
women from other sections of the 
Health Bivision. 
At the start. Dr. Hardwicke will 
head the new bureau in addition 
to running the whole health divi­ 
sion. He will be assisted by a staff 
of supervirors, dieticians, sanita­ 
rians, nurs^ and office workers. 
Insides continuing inspections at 
the fastest possible rate, the new 
bureau will get an educational pro­ 
gram started for nursing home op­ 
erators by holding district schools 
around the state. After the first 
round of inspections, the program 
calls for four inspections a y ear. 
At least at the start, the gov­ 
ernor said the new bureau will 
be responsible for fire safety in­ 
spections and enforcement as well 
as standards of patient care. 
The fire safety work would be 
transferred later to a proposed new 
Division of Safety and Fire Pre­ 
vention if the Legislature passes 
such a bill. 
The governor said he planned 
to confer with House and Senate 
leaders today and get the fire 
safety biU introduced during the 
day . 
Dr. Osborne, In a report to the 
governor, reviewed nursing home 
conditions in Missouri as of last 
Novem ber-before a disatrous fire 
at a Warrenton home took 72 lives 
last month.

In President’s 
Aid Request 


WASHINGTON (il-Senate Re- 
publicui

Knowland 
Califomta {nr^cted today Con 
gress will cut about a billion dol­ 
lars off Presidriit Eisenhower’s 
$4,363,000,000 foreign aid request. 
Chaii*man Bridges (Nil) 
the 
Senate Republican Policy Commit­ 
tee backed this up with a forecast 
of “substantial cuts” in the eco­ 
nomic assistance program. 
Eisenhower told his news con­ 
ference last wedk he doesn’t be­ 
lieve any “substantial cuts” can 
be made in aid funds “and still 
support the welfare of the United 
States and the world.” 
Despite this, Knowland told re­ 
porters the mutual security pro­ 
gram is already in for “rough 
sledding,” which he said could be 
made even more difficult if the 
administration agrees to 
make 
assistance available to Poland. 
Polish negotiators now are here 
seeking about 200 million dollars 
in surplus farm products, as well 
as loans for mining machinery 
and other industrial development. 
'They were invited here under a 
finding by Secretary 
of State 
Dulles that Poland’s present gov­ 
ernment 
is 
not dominated 
by 
Moscow. 
Knowland said extension of aid 
to Poland ' ould be the “opening 
wedge for a Communist Marshall 
plan” that might involve a billion 
dollars a year in U.S. expendi­ 
tures. 
“If we start giving help to Po­ 
land it would be difficult to dis­ 
criminate against Romania, Bul­ 
garia, Czechoslovakia and Hun­ 
gary,” he said. 
Sen. Mansfield of Moqtana, as­ 
sistant Democratic leader, said 
the negotiations may determine 
whether 
Poland 
moves 
further 
away from Moscow or comes 
more under Russian dominance. 
Mansfield and Sen. Hickenloop- 
er (R-Iowa) called, meanwhile, 
for a continuance of technical aid 
as part of the over all foreign aid 
program. Mansfield called it “the 
cheapest, most effective” of all 
the programs. 
'The two senators, reporting on 
a 30-month study of the technical 
aid a c t i v i t i e s , said the work 
should be continued both directly 
by this country and cooperatively 
through the United Nations.

It happens that the Nickerso n co u rt martial 
was to u ched o ff thro u g h this co lu mn’s co ncern 
that an Army do cu ment describing the relativ e 
merits o f g u ided missiles mig ht co ntain secu rity 
info rmatio n o f aid to 
a Ru ssian spy . The do cu ­ 
ment, acco rding ly , was su bmitted to the Defense 
Department fo r g u idance. 
Co l. Nickerso n, it no w appears, was the pro b­ 
able au tho r o f this do cu ment, tho u g h I did no t 
kno w this at the time. The do cu ment did no t 
bear his name. Obv io u sly written by 
a hig hly 
skilled technician who kno ws the batUe between 
the Air Fo rce and Army o v er g u ided missiles 
backward and fo rward, it was sent to certain 
co ng ressmen in an effo rt to blo ck Secretary 
Charles E. Wilso n’s o rder limiting the Army ’s 
wo rk o n g u ided missiles and fav o ring the Air 
Fo rce instead. 
Much Technical Data 
The do cu ment co ntained certain data which 
o bv io u sly sho u ld no t be pu blished, mu ch that 
c(Mild be pu blished. It g av e the perfo rmance 
fig u res o n the Army ’s Ju piter C missile fired 
last September which hit a rang e o f o v er 3,000 
miles. 
The do cu ment also anno u nced the appro x imate 
time and place fo r the firing o f the Air Fo rce 
missile Tho r in Febru ary . Pu blicatio n o f this 
wo u ld hav b g iv en an enemy a chance to statio n 
a su b at sea to o bserv e the test. The test 
was later po stpo ned. 
There were also data sho wing ho w the Air 
Fo rce Tho r and the Army ’s Ju piter were believ ed 
to be equ al in perfo rmance, bo th being po wered 
by o x y g en-kero sene eng ines and g u ided by the 
inertial g u idance sy stem, etc. 
■Rje do cu ment also co ntained technical info r­ 
matio n o n the co u nter-jamming circu its being 
bu ilt into antiaircraft missiles like the Falco n 
and the Snark. So me perfo rmance statisCics 
were g iv en, which it apppeared sho u ld no t be 
pu blished. 
There was also a discu ssio n o f the Nav y ’s 
ex periments with so lid pro pellents, a co mp^t 
fu el better adapted to sto ring in su bmarines 
carry ing g u ided missiles. The size o f the Nav y ’s 
pro pellent missiles was g iv en, to g ether with the 
date they wo u ld be ready fo r lau nching . 
The do cu ment also discu ssed the reco rd o f

Fo r ro u g hly 20 y ears, ev er since Hitler’s war 
clo u ds beg an to co llect befo re Pearl Harbo r, it 
has been my practice to co nsu lt with the Army , 
Nav y , o r Air Fo rce reg arding info rmatio n which, 
if pu blished, mig ht be helpfu l to a po tentisJ 
enemy . This is also the practice o f many news­ 
men in Washing to n. It is no t co mpu lso ry . 
Du ring the war, an efficient, v o lu ntary sy stem 
o f press censo rship o perated u nder Nat Ho ward, 
edito r-o n-leav e fro m the Clev eland News. Many 
newsmen o f their o wn acco rd hav e co ntinu ed 
the principle o f Uiat sy stem to day . 
The su ccess o f any su ch sy stem requ ires co ­ 
o peratio n fro m the armed serv ices. They can­ 
no t v io late 
a newsman’s info rmatio n, g iv e it to 
any o ther repo rter, o r co nfiscate it. 
Becau se o f the o bv io u s impo rtance o f the 
abo v e-mentio ned g u ided missiles do cu ment, my 
asso ciate Jack Anderso n su bmitted it to an 
au tho rized info rmatio n o ffice o f the Pentag o n 
fo r g u idance as to what parts m i^t harm the 
armed serv ices, if pu blished. 
The do cu ment was no t retu rned, either in who le 
o r in part. It was co nfiscated and pro mptly 
made the basis fo r an inv estig atio n and su bse­ 
qu ent co u rt martial o f Co l. Nickerso n. 
At no 
time hav e 1 pu blished any thing fro m the do cu ­ 
ment u ntil to day . 
As far as I kno w, I hav e no t met Co l. Nick« :- 
so n no t hav e I ev er talked to him. He has 
the repu tatio n o f being am ex tremely able, hig h- 
class o fficer. It was u nderstandable that he 
sho u ld be zealo u s to co ntinr.e a g u ided missile 
dev elo pment in which he had achiev ed no table 
su ccess. 
I am no t passing o n the qu estio n o f whether 
he sho u ld hav e su bmitted classified info rmatio n 
to o u tsiders—if he did—tho u g h, so far as I kno w, 
no co pies o f the do cu ment went to any ex cept 
patrio tic Americans. 
1 mig ht add that the seizing o f a do cu ment 
su bmitted by a newsman fo r g u idance is u n­ 
precedented du ring my ex perience in Washing ­ 
to n. It makes mu ch mo re difficu lt the v o lu ntary 
machinery o f asking the military ’s adv ice o n 
news which mig ht inv o lv e secu rity —a sy stem 
which benefits the military mo re than it (to es 
the newsman. 
Mo st o f the Pentag o n o fficials, inclu ding

It was 
no t a Pentag o n do cu ment, was no t written by 
the Pentag o n, was nev er seen by to e Pentag o n 
u ntil su bmitted by Mr. Anderso n. 
Secretary o f Defense Wilso n perso nally re­ 
fu sed its retu rn. 
1 also asked that the Defense Department 
delete classified po rtio ns o i to e do cu ment and 
retu rn the balance.

Eco no mic aid is desig ned to 
help backward and u nderdev el­ 
o ped co u ntries. Bu t the y ear-by -

Fo r ex ample: riv er and harbo r 
and waterpo wer dev elo pment, o r 
hig hway s and railro ads.

To asslire an adequate diet and 
to make the food dollar count the 
dally food needs of the fainily 
should include at least one serv ing 
of meat and one egg. three cups 
of milk and one food made with 
milk or cheese, one or two serv ­ 
ings of citrus fruit, tomatoes, raw 
salad greens, fr^h raw fruit or 
v egetables, one serv ing of leafy 
green or yellow v egetables and 
energy foods Including bread ce­ 
real potatoes, other v egetables, 
fruits, some fats and sweets. 
There Is a great difference in 
the food bills of v arious families. 
Three good reasons for this are: 
1) food needs differ because of 
the size and activ ity of the mem­ 
bers of the family ' 2) families dif­ 
fer in their ability to plan, buy, 
take care of, and use food. (3) 
¡amilies differ in the emphasis 
they put on food. 
A big grocery bill does not in­ 
sure good meals any more thw 
good income insures a good liv ­ 
ing. It depends on the choices 
made and the care and use made 
of food on hand and food needed 
be purchased. 
It takes ingenuity. Imagination 
and skill to hav e a palatable and 
adequate diet for a moderte or 
season and luxury foods may be 
scson and luxury foods may be 
purchased, but still des not neces­ 
sarily assure an adequate diet for 
the family. 
Foods that contain cheap sources 
of many nutrients do not often 
prov ide Vitamin C, Vitamin D or 
calcium. Most of the cheap sources 
of Vitamin C prov ide only that one 
cheap nutrient which indicates that 
attention needs to be giv en to the 
purchasing of Vitamin C foods. The 
daily allowance of calcium is often 
expensiv e and that of Vitamin 
and C least expensiv e. The « ist 
of calcium is almost ten times 
as much at Vitamin A and 
Howev er the needs for calcium is 
v ery important to growth and body 
maintenance.

By Two Day, MU Extensioa 
pMdtry Marketing Speclallit 
People in business are in it to 
make a profit. Let’s look at mar­ 
gins in the broiler business and see 
what the profits are. 
Remember that the figures we 
will use are av erages and not 
those for the most efficient pro­ 
ducers or the least efficient. 
It costs the av erage broiler grow­ 
er in Missouri about 18.2 cents to 
produce a pound of liv e broiler. 
Sometimes, as in recent months 
his selling price has been below 
this figure. This means a ^ s In­ 
stead of a profit. Howev er, since 
be can raise as many as four 
broods a year he may recov er this 
loss and ev en show a profit ov er 
12-month period. 
Margins are also narrow for the 
processor. He striv e* to get 
11 cents 
per pound for all the serv ices he 
performs in getting the bird ready 
for retail. This 11 cents must also 
cov er the loss in weight from the 
liv e bird to the ready-to-cook broil­ 
er. The processor’s net profit per 
pound must be figured in fractions 
of a cent. It it not unusual for the 
processor to sell at an actual loss 
per pound sometime during the 
year. 
This is how one processor in 
Missouri operated last year. From 
January through June he paid an 
av erage of 22 cents per pound of 
liv e broiler and sold them whole, 
ready to cook, to retailers for 33 
cents. 
From July through December, 
this same processor paid an av er­ 
age of 19 cents per pound of liv e 
weight and sold for 30 cents a 
Dound.

There are 300-400 different corn 
hybrids being sold in the state of 
Missouri by more than 100 differ 
ent seed firms. With such a large 
number of hybrids being sold, 
certain amount of confusion has 
been created in the minds of Mis­ 
souri farmers. 
'The prev ious system of testing 
hybrids by the Missouri Agricul­ 
tural Experiment Station was not 
flexible enough for farmers to ob­ 
tain unbiased information as to the 
performance of certain hybrids. 
They hav e been forced to rely 
largely on information supplied by 
seed com salesmen. It is known 
that a hybrid will do well on one 
type of soil or in one region but 
will do poorly in another. Thus, 
information the farmer is now re­ 
ceiv ing is not necessarily v alid, 
and, of course, in many cases it 
is not unbiased. 
In v iew of this situation the Mis­ 
souri Agricultural Experiment Sta­ 
tion decided to create a new pro­ 
gram for testing hybrids. Under 
this new program, which goes into 
effect this year, seed firms regard­ 
less of size will be able to enter 
the official hybrid corn yield tests 
and the seed firms will be able to 
enter hybrids of their own choos­ 
ing. In the past a number of seed 
firms were unable to enter the 
tests because the entries were 
based on the popularity of hybrids. 
On the other hand, with such a 
restriction ev en the larger seed 
companies were unable to enter 
promising new hybrids for Mis­ 
souri. Only when v olume of seed 
sold was sufficient were these com­ 
panies in a position to enter new 
hybrids in these tesU. 
Under the new system any new; 
hybrid may be entered in the state 
yield tests so that its v alue for 
Missouri may be accurately de-

be published annually in form of 
a Univ ersity of Missouri Experi­ 
ment Station bulletin which will be 
av ailable to all county extension 
offices as well as *at the Univ er 
sity of Missouri.

.ACAPIJLCO, Mex ico siP—Po lice 
searched Acapulco Harbo r to day 
fo r a flo ating bo dy believed to be 
that o f a wealthy Bro o kly n wido w.

Fento n, 33, and an unemplo y ed 
bo atman, Daniel Rio s Osuna, 38, 
had co nfessed beating the co uple 
to death during a nighttime bo at 
ride, ro bbing them o f $70,000 in 
cash and jewelry and dumping 
their weighted bo dies fro m a bo at 
into the sea. 
Mrs. Hallo ck’s jewels, o r mo st 
o f them, have been fo und hidden 
in the Acapulco garden o f Fen­ 
to n’s bro ther-in-law. 
Rio s Osuna gave newsmen their 
first full acco unt o f the do uble 
killing. It varied fro m his o riginal 
versio n that bo th victims 
suc­ 
cumbed to blo ws witho ut resist­ 
ance. 
The burly , illiterate bo atman, 
father o f five children, said he 
had jo ined Fento n in the scheme 
because he did no t make eno ugh 
to feed his family . He wo rked as

“Fento n 
pro mised 
me 
50,000 
peso s ($4,000),” Rio s Osuna said.

“He made me the pro po sitio n a 
co uple o f day s befo re,” the bo at­ 
man said, “and gave me mo ney 
to buy a baseball bat and chains.” 
He co ntinued; 
‘‘We rented a bo at fro m Fen­ 
to n’s father. The two o ld fo lks met 
us at Manzanillo Beach. They ar­ 
rived in a tax i. They sat at the 
bo w and Fento n sat there talking 
with them. 
“Then he gave me the signal — 
he lit a lantern and then put o ut 
the flames. I sneaked up and hit 
the wo man with the bat. She 
crumpled right away . 
“I hit the man and he fell, but 
he go t up and began struggling 
with me. Then Fento n pinned his 
arms back and I gave him an­ 
o ther blo w and he dro pped.
